It waa Sadi, the Grand Vi/..</r, who 


said, whe/n his August Master showed 
him his latest volume of spring verse: 
"May my soul be the samtlce, but this 
is bosh." Mr. Sewall't, address was the 
pure elixir of bosh poured over a few 
commonplaces of patriotism. 


To particularize.' H Is not true that 


the soldiers of the Civil War are 'In any 
sense forgotten or outgrown. To every- 
body but. ujt-re Lio)s <t:id girls, wuos. 
education In Am-erican history Is yet 10 
come, Gettysburg and Appom-attox are 
as familiar as Manila, and more so th.u 
San Juan. There were a thousand bei 
tcr fights than that of San Juan hi the 
Civil War; there were several deadlier 
and better matched sea battles than 
that of Manila; and they are livlngfacts 
of history, as fresh and familiar to tru« 
Americans as the story of Trafalgar or 
of Waterloo is to the tru-e Englishman, 
or as the Immortal tale of Marathon or 
Thermopylae is to the modern Greek. 
Some things never die, and of them are 
the annals of heroic warfare. And 
some men are never passed over while 
they -live, nor individually soon forgot- 
ten when they perish, and these are 
of the men who saved their country on 
the battle field. England cherished the 
survivors of Waterloo to the last man, 
and is caring for the survivors of Bala-

Viewing the events of the long ago which the 30th of May, as the only 


Civil War holiday, commemorates, it .is interesting to consider what might 
have happened to us if the South had won. Undoubtedly, In the course of time, 
Hawaii would have become a part of the Southern political and "patriarchal 
system. The Confederacy would have carried Mason and Dixon's line to the 
Pacific and looked beyond the western shores for naval stations. Hawaii as 
such a station and as a place for the introduction and propagation of slave 
labor, could not have been otherwise than attractive to the calculating states- 
manship of Davis and Toombs and Benjamin. In the course of Mme the South- 
ern Cross must have floated from our official fiagstaffs as It would have done 
under the threat of the Ostend manifesto—an instrument devised toy South- 
ern men—on those of Spain's West Indian possessions. Expansion for slav- 
ery was t. j creed of the South and i o doubt it would have come to em- 
brace the Hawaiian group in a very few years after the Southern Confederacy 
had been recognized. 


But all's well that ends well. The Confederacy crumbled under the Iron 


blows 01 Grant and Parragut, and Hawaii was ss\ed for a fairer future. The 
Starts and Stripes, not the Stxrs and Barr,, wave over us now; and -Memorial 
Day means to us one of righteous and .triumpiha-nt 'sacrifice. 
They whose 


valor made It what ;t is are surely honored In tbe ri^ht way when their coun- 
trymen, year by year, uncover at their graves.

The second proposition which Mr. 


Sewall advanced—one that fairly reefcs 
with tbe blatherskite politics of me 
man—is that the Grand Army post of 
Honolulu has never had proper recog- 
nition here. Surely that complaint did 
not come from the post itseflf. The only 
General officer 'belonging to dt, a man 
of high preferment for many years, bui 
lately had a chaitte to decline our loft- 
iest Judicial place. 
Officially, socially, 


every other way, the post has always 
been an honored Institution here, and 
so well did it love the present Govern- 
ment that its members, almost to a 
man, volunteered to take arms against 
Cleveland's marines in the event that 
they disgraced thedr flag and uniform 
by attempting to restore Royal institu- 
tions in Hawaii. 
Every 30th of May 


Honolulu has closed Its shops and of- 
fices to do honor to the Grand Army 
and its dead comrades. Nothing that is 
elsewhere done to gratify the veterans 
has ever been intentionally left undone 
here. 


As to tbe charge of persecution for 


a quarter of a century, it is as baseless 
as Mr. Sewall's other allegations . Since 
the Grand Army was organized there 
have been seven Presidents of the 
United States. Six were Grand Army 
men, including Mcn.inley, the present 
incumbent. 
For twenty years more 


than one-half the Governors of States 
and of the Northern Senators and Con- 
gressmen were Grand Army men, and 
there are a host of them in hlg'h office 


now. 
P'or a generation each party has 


striven to get Grand Army men on Its 
tickets. 
Meanwhile, despite the out- 


cries of demagogues, which n f \ e r had 
t^<; strength of "persecution," the pen- 
sion list has steadily grown u n t i l now, 
according to Mr. Sewall himself. :t has 
900,000 names. What sort of "perse- 
cuUon" Is it when a nation gives Us 
veteran soldiers carto blanche to its 
highest political honors an-d to a llvc- 
lihoou besides?

THE MORNING'S WORK. 


Clarence White 8 ulddera at the 


Boar of the Machine. 


Th*> convention resumed its work 


yesterday morning at 9:30. The mem- 
bers straggled in after the hour sched- 
uled for the convention to be called to 
order 
The tardiness in starting was 


also due to the fact that the report of 
the Committee on Rules and Regula- 
tions had not been printed as prom- 
ised. The report was to have been the 
first order of business after the read- 
ing of the minutes, and its absence 
caused the convention members to re- 
sort to devious methods of killing time 
until it was brought in. 
Secretary Hendry began the reading 


of the minutes which were voluminous, 
including 
stenographic 
reports 
of 


speeches and motions. 
There was a 


whispered conversation among certain 
members to defer the reading of the 
full report as it delayed the other busi- 
ness which the delegates were anxious 
10 get to work on. This was the elec- 
tion of alternate delegates. It was sug- 
gested, however, that the reading or 
the full minutes was one way to kill 
time. 


Humphreys Criticized. 


As i he Secretary concluded his read- 


ing A S. Humphreys arose and criti- 
cized a portion of the minutes in which 
oertain words were attributed to him 
and which he declared were words sub- 
stituted for his own. He wished them 
corrected. He then stated hia exact 
words of the evening before. 


"Mr Chairman," he- said. "I arise to 


a question of privilege. I think it Is 
the duty of the Secretary, if he Intends 
to quote members who are on the Boor 
literally. -fcr-do^sov and BO* substitute 
his own language. I am made to say 
that I 'would vote against, one of the 
persons who was nominated as a dele- 
gate to the National Convention.'

That Is the exact language I 


used." The Secretary was instructed 
to correct his minutes accordingly, and 
Mr Humphreys sat 
down appeased. 


Mr! AchI and 'Mr. Loebenstein both 
asked for minor corrections, and the 
minutes were adopted.

Later on In the same 
naner I see that those who ran the ma- 
chine are the twenty-nine who voted 
for Lne.henstein.

Beginning of Long Debate on Rules 


Committee Report. 


The convention was called to order 


at 2:15 for Us afternoon session. Curtis 
laukea of the Fifth District, elected at 
the morning session as an alternate del- 
egate to the National convention at 
Philadelphia, arcs 
to request that 


some other delegate be chosen in his 
place, as it would be absolutely Impos- 
sible for him to represent, the Republi- 
cans of Hawaii at the convention. 


C. M. White arose to speak and to 


present a motion. Cries of "Sit down" 
greeted him, and the chair ruled him 
out «f-order, as there was a motion be- 
fore the house. White did sit down, but 
got up a moment later with his 'hat In 
hand. He walked toward the door, but 
ei anged his mind and sat down among 
t_e spectators. Secretary Hendry went 
to him and spoke quiecly and led him to 
the chairman, who said a i*w whisper- 
ed words, and 
the 
angered member 


from the Fourth District retook his 
seat among the delegates. 


The secretary.then read the report of 


t je committee on rules and regulations, 
section by section. Objections were 
maue as to the time set in the report 
as to the November primaries. A dele- 
gate said he did not believe in naming 
a central committee, but should leave 
the matter to the convention which met 
then. 
Robertson said his sentiments 


agreed with the statement made. The 
meeting of a convention in November 
would be for the purpose of nominating 
a delegate to Congress, and the con- 
vention at that time would elert its 
central committee. 


Question of When. 


A. V. Gear stated that in a nutshell 


the situation was to choose a delegate. 
If the Republicans wanted to take part 
in the coming fall election, they would 
have to have a convention to nominate 
their delegate. It was simply a ques- 
tion of whether the convention in Oc- 
tober or November should choose its 
delegate or whether the present con- 
vention 
should choose a Territorial 


committee which 
would continue to 


hold until after that election, and be 
the organiza.tion to appoint the dele- 
gate... He thought it better for the con- 
vention convened in November to re- 
•nominate a Territorial committee and 
nominate the Congressional delegate. 
The Republican ranks by fall would 
probably be increased, and all should 
have a chance then to say who shall be 
the delegate. 


An amendment to the opening para- 


graph was amended to read "until their 
successors are appointed or qualified," 
making the paragraph read as follows: 


"That such committee shall be em- 


powered to call all necessary primaries 
and conventions, and to otherwise regu- 
late the affairs of the Republican party 
until their successors are appointed or : 
qualified."

J. K. Nannie stated he would never 


believe that Mr. Brown would do any- 
thing to mislead the people. He said 
he knew there was great rejoicing In 
the ranks of the Democrats over the 
bickerings in the Republican conven- 
tion. 
He wanted to know If all the 


factions were going to -work together 
or apart. All could not have their in- 
dividual ways. Some must concede to 
tbe -wishes of others. 
He moved to 


adcrpt the rules. 


Hons on the Floor. 


The motion before the house was 


read and Mr. Hons then took the floor. 
He thought the Convention had the 
right to frame any rules it chose to 
make up, whether for the Convention 
only or for the permanent territorial 
organization. 
If the committee 
had 


exceeded its powers then the Conven- 
tion had the right to judge that by its 
vote. They could go to work and adopt 
other rules. 
There was no machine 


from Hawaii or Maui. If the adoption 
of the rules meant pure politics, then 
the Convention ought to adopt them. 
If they needed to be changed, then the 
•Convention could change them. 


The paragraph carried. 
Paragraph three was passed as fol- 


lows: 
That precinct clubs be organized in 


each election precinct in the Territory 
of Hawaii, which club shall be the reg- 
ular Republican organization in each 
election precinct. 


Achi did not want to lose any time 


preparing for the next election. "Just 
as soon as one election ia over we 
should begin to work for the next one," 
said he. "Some of the members think 
we should wait until just before the 
election before doing anything. If we 
want to have a small number of voters, 
we need not do anything. But other- 
wise we must get out and work hard. 
It seems to me that when some of the 
men here cannot carry their point, 
they want to amend a section." 


Rev. Mr. Desha of the First District 


said the rules were for the guidance of 
the Republican party wherever It may 
be. If they were going to strike out 
these rules there would be nothing to 
guide it. The committee recommend- 
ed the rules for the party, and 
he 


wanted them adopted. The entire pre- 
amble to the rules and regulations was 
finally adopted with amendments. 


Tae- Long Fifeht Eegins. 


Then came the bitter and long fight 


on the Rules and Regulations of the 
Republican Party of the Territory of 
Hawaii. 
It continued during the en- 


tire afternoon session, so that when a 
recess was taken at 
half-past five 


o'clock, little progress had been made 
in the first article of the rules. 


Loebenstein Stated he felt there 'had 


been arrogated to the committee the 
duty, which should belong to the Ter- 
ritorial committee, and he moved that 
the entire article which related most- 
ly to organization of precinct clubs and 
the question of dues, be laid upon the 
table. 


A. S. Humphreys requested that some 


one should interpret his speech to the 
native members. He denounced the 
document which had been presented by 
Judge Smith and his colleagues of the 
committee in hot terms. He stated that 
the paper brought in by Judge Smith 
was one which had been typewritten a 
week before In a law office in Honolu- 
lu and then foisted upon the members 
of the committee. No name was men- 
tioned, or no intimation given at that 
time as to who the author of the pre- 
pared document was. 
His announce- 


ment created quite a stir among the 
members, and especially among the na- 
tive delegates.

He did not attack the in- 
sinuations of the preceding speaker, but 
spoke coolh- but emphatically upon his 
stand 'taken in the presentation of tne 
much abused report. Mr. Desna inter- 
preted his speech to the Hawaiians. 


"I merely rise," said he, "to reply to 


such of the remarks made by Mr. Hum- 
phreys as concern this committee ant 
its work, 


"I shall especially 
address my re 


marks to him. Oftentimes we men who 
belong to the profession of law unwit- 
tingly enter into a personal denunci 
ation of a platform or a diatribe upo:: 
the principles proposed.

idea of robbing or disfranchising the 
Hawaiians, then I myself who have pre- 
sented the report, would be the first to 
say. 'I cannot sustain it.' I see on both 
sides of this aisle the faces of men who 
have supported me in matters which 
have gone before this convention. 1 
address you each, gentlemen, as fol- 
lows: If any one of you have come to 
the conclusion, or can come to the con- 
clusion before the vote is taken upon 
this matter, that you have been mis- 
guided, thaf. this report takes away any 
manhood suffrage, that thin report in 
any way, shape or ma-tier, is contrary 
to the principles of right or to the Re- 
publican party, I ask you to have the 
courage of your convictions and 
go 


back on this report; and if he does not 
believe it to be right and just and will 
not support me in my vote, I shall love 
you more than if you vote with me, by 
saying, 'I support you be-cause It is con- 
sistent to do so. but I don't think you 
are right.' I will state to you plainly 
and tersely a* I can the manner In 
whic.i this report was handed to me." 


Smith's Honest Statement. 


Smith then proceeded to tell how a 


gentleman who was not, a delegate 
came to him with matters of interest 
to the movement and which were con- 
sidered in the report. None of the gen- 
tlemen of the committee could have 
done all the work in less than twenty- 
four hours, had not assistance been 
given.

when that report was handed in to the 
committee. I am not prepared to state 
what was the conversation between 
Mr. Humphreys and the gentleman re- 
ferred to who assisted in the prepara- 
tion of the report. I don't know what 
passed between them, and therefore 1 
am not prepared to contradict what Mr.

Uut evening's etesion of the Repub- 


lican convention was marked by a few 
incidents which partook of the nature 
of clash between factions. The report 
of the committee appointed to draft 
rules and regulations for the use Of the 
Convention in Its deliberations also 
brought in a lengthy report aa to thft 
manner in which the Republican party 
should be governed by precincts, dis- 
tricts and in the Island group as a 
whole. 


A. S. Humphreys attacked the report 


upon the conclusion of its reading by 
Judge Smith of the Hllo delegation, 
and asked that it be referred back to 
the committee whence it originated, 
with instructions from the chair to 
strike out all such portions of It as re- 
lated to the permanent organization of 
the Territorial Republican Party, and 
the rules and 
by-laws which 
were 


framed therein tending to place a gov- 
erning hand upon every precinct and 
club gathering. 


Meeting: Called to Order. 


The meeting was called to order by 


chairman Kaulukou at 7:45 p. m. 
Judge Smith of the First District read 
a type-written report of the committee 
appointed at the morning session, as 
stated above. It was a long draft, cov- 
ering in detail every portion of club, 
precinct, district and island Repub- 
lican organisation to be placed In the 
hands of a Central Committee. He an- 
nounced that the report had the unani- 
mous vote of the committee which 
framed it. 
At the conclusion of the 


reading Judge Smith said there was a 
matter he had been requested to speak 
of verbally, which was the election of 
a permanent chairman and permanent 
secretary of the permanent organiza- 
tion. It was the vote of the committee 
that the permanent secretary could be 
a person not necessarily a. delegate to 
the convention. 


Ait mis r^int it was suggested that 


the report should 'be read in the Ha- 
waiian language. laukem thought the 
reading of it should be deferred until a 
later time. It was moved that W. C. 
Achi make a brief summary of the re- 
port in the Hawaiian language. En- 
deavors were made to have the reading 
deferred, but Mr. Achl carried his point 
and explained it to the native members 
very briefly. 


Humphreys Makes a Speech. 
Delegate Humphreys then took the 


floor and made a quick attack upon the 
report. He said: "I believe that if this 
report is adopted it will ha.ve the effect 
of depriving the Republicans of these 
Islands of that rule which they should 
enjoy. 
I believe this committee have 


exceeded the powers given it by this 
convention. It was to draft the form 
and organization of rules for this con- 
vention. It, however, has gone further. 
It has said to the other Islands, to every 
district, to every precinct, to every club 
just exactly how they shall be govern- 
ed. These by-laws, as I can call them 
by no other name, are as cumbersome 
as the revised statutes of the United 
Suites. 
The organization of a party 


-.hould be simple. It should be so plain 
t h u t a man could read it as he runs. 
I tell you plainly that it would take a 
Philadelphia lawyer to unravel that re- 
port and make anything out of It. I 
submit, in all due respect to the intelli- 
gence of the Republican party in these 
Islands, the report of organization 
--hould be made more simple and not so 
elaborate or labored. 
I don't bsiieve 


there is any scheme In it, or any ma- 
chine behind it. for if there is any such 
thing up a person's sleeve It Is bound to 
slip out. The committee has exceeded 
t~e powers glvera it this morning, and I 
move that the report be referred back 
to the committee with instructions to 
strike out of the report such portions ol 
it which refer to the organization of 
the club, the precinct, tue district." 


Considerable applause followed Hum- 


phreys' speech. He was followed a mo- 
ment later by A. B. Loebenstein of the 
Hilo 
delegation, of 
which Mr. Carl 


Smith was also a member. He second- 
^Q Humphreys' motion, stating that the 
duties entrusted to the committee were 
merely to formulate rules ior the guld- 
ince of the convention and to govern il 
in its deliberations. He averred that 
the committee bad gone beyond Its 
powers, as It had formulated a plan for 
'he government of the permanent or- 
ganization. 


Achi a Lender. 


\V. C. Achl stated that he could not 


understand that the exceptions to the 
report taken by Humphreys and Ix>eb- 
Tnstein were well taken. He was sur- 
nrised to hear Mr. Humphreys, whom 
he considered a bright lawyer, state he 
C'uld not understand what Judge Smith 
had read. 


"Read in his mother tongue." contin- 


ued Achl amid roars of laughter. "I 
'•annot understand that. Maybe he had 
'omrthiTig else going on In his mind 
tl.en."
